In Plane Crash 


8 Continental Can 
Executives Aboard 


MARION, Ohio VAP) — Search 
crews fanned out through a near­ 
by wheat field early today, look­ 
ing for the remaining seven vic­ 
tims of an airliner crash that left 
little doubt all IO aboard perished. 
The plane, owned by the Con­ 
tinental Can Co., carried eight lop 
company executives and a crew 
of two. It hurtled out of an over­ 
cast

and 
crashed with such tremendous im­ 
pact that bits of wreckage were 
showered over a 300-yard area. 
The

graves for most of them. Only 
parts of three bodies were found. 
The others evidently were buried 
under the earth. 
Eight were top executives re 
turning to New York, where the 
firm has its Headquarters, after a 
meeting of company officials in 
Chicago, Continental Can said. 
The plane crashed shortly be­ 
fore 6 p m. on the farm of H F.

MARION, Ohio (AP) — Search 
crews fanned out through a near­ 
by wheat field early today, look­ 
ing for the remaining seven vic­ 
tims of an airliner crash that left 
little doubt all IO aboard perished. 
The plane, owned by the Con­ 
tinental Can Co., carried eight top 
company executives and a crew 
of two. It hurtled out of an over­ 
cast 
sky 
late 
Wednesday 
and 
crashed with such tremendous im­ 
pact that bits of wreckage were 
showered over a 300-yard area. 
The 
plane 
literally 
dug 
the 
graves for most of them. Only 
parts of three bodies were found. 
The others evidently were buried 
under the earth. 
Eight were top executives re­ 
turning to New York, where the 
firm Has its Headquarters, after a 
meeting of company officials in 
Chicago, Continental Can said. 
The plane crashed shortly be­ 
fore 6 p.m. on the farm of H.F. 
Smith, 
six 
miles 
east of this 
north central Ohio city. 
Smith was in his barn when he 
heard 
the 
aircraft 
approaching 
from the north. 
He 
said 
he 
thought it was go|ig to hit the 
barn, 
but 
it passed 
over and 
crunched into the wheat field IOO 
yards away. 
It was raining lightly at the 
time, 
a 
midafternoon 
thunder­ 
storm having blown itself out. 
Continental Can identified the 
pilot of its plane as John R. Dun­ 
ham, Madison, N.J. His copilot 
was Donald Martin, Dover, N J. 
All the passengers, except one, 
lived in the New York metropoli­ 
tan area. One resided in Balti­ 
more, and it may have been that 
Dunham was going to take him 
directly home before continuing 
to New York.

The walkouts spread in defiance 
of the back-to-work orders sent 
by telegram by McDonald and 
other top officers of the union.

The wildcat strikes broke out in 
defiance of a two-week contract 
extension agreement made after 
President Eisenhower

of three fatal shootings it has 
spawned. 
Everett Bailey Perry', a fellow 
miner also indicted for Smith's 
j murder, testified against W’arren 
: when the state promised to drop 
the charge against Perry. 
Three more miners are charged 
with murder in Smith’s death and 
two others are charged as acces­ 
sories to murder. The next trial 
is scheduled Monday.

Similarly, Great 
Britain,

States, maintains the institu tion 
of royalty at great cost becau se 
it ie essential to the natu re of 
British society. 
The so-called practical politi­ 
cian. in the United States, is a 
person who 
b e l i e v e s that he 
knows hw to manipu late the or­ 
ganized effort to gain control of 
the mechanic# of elections 
To 
u se his colloqu ialism, he knows 
how to ring door-bells. 
Very often, however, 
su ch a 
person does not know why he be­ 
longs to a par’i ou i ar party; he 
ha* no idea as to what that par 
tv stands for; he has no basic 
objection to the opposing party, 
He knows- the manoeu vres oi 
' getting ou t the vote 
Aa he is 
more concerned with techniqu e# 
than with su bstance even his op­ 
ponents can avoid qu arrelling 
with him. 
Look the world over and most 
"practical politicians” are ju st 
su ch persons and althou gh they 
might on occasion help to win 
elections, they add Utile benefit 
to the nation within which they 
operate.

The same 
is tru e of religiou s, racial and 
other pressu re grou ps The only 
special interests that mu st find

and

niqu es tor operating politically 
are 
capital 
and 
management 
which m this cou ntry have lost 
political caste. 
Those who plan political cam ­ 
paign* are no longer so con­ 
cerned with getting the vote ou t. 
That is easy. Each special pres­ 
su re grou p gets ou t its own vote. 
The real task of organized poli­ 
tics is to find a candidate who 
can be elected and to find a plat­ 
form that is su fficiently mcan- 
mzles* not to be a handicap and 
su fficiently 
meaningfu l to give 
particu lar pressu re grou ps the 
impression that they have won 
the day.

S. Supreme 
Court for a stay of execution. 
Murphy said he Is appealing on 
the basis of new evidence.

Williams was not selected’ by 
his fellow players on the basis of 
perform ance. 
But

Stengel, 
who will 
m anage 
the

Stars, 
said 
through Joe Cronin, league presi­ 
dent: 
“ If you hadta look down

bench

forya, who’d ya like t ’have?” 
Stengel’s decision to select Wil­ 
liams cam e two days after Fred 
Haney selected Stan Musial, vete­ 
ran star of the St. Louis Cardi­ 
nals, who, like Williams, is having 
a rough year. 
Haney, 
Milwaukee 
m anager, 
will pilot the NL Stars in the in­ 
terleague m atch of baseball’s best 
July 7 at Pittsburgh. 
Williams, although hitless in the 
1957 and 1958 All-Star gam es, has 
compiled a .317 average in the 14 
years he played on the American 
League team .
